A GRAND CELEBRATION. 


Music and Eloquent Speeches at 


the Court HOUBO in Honor 


of St. Patrick. 


Tbe Crowd was so Large that Scores were 


Unable to Gain Admission. 


To-day is the anniversary of the death 


of that godly man, St. Patrick, the pat- 
ron saint of Ireland. The Irish people ol 
Decatur celebrated the day in a patriotic 
manner at the court house last evening. 
The large room at 8 o'clock was filled to 
overflowing with a great crowd of men, 
women and children, and though extra 
chairs and benches were brought in from 
adjoining rooms, man> were compelled 
to remain standing during the interesting 
exercises, and scores of people were un 
able to enter the crowded room. 


The celebration was given under the 


auspices of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians and St. Patrick's Total Abstinence 
and Benevolent Society, assisted by the 
ladies of the Catholic Church. 
The 


speakers' stand was decorated with the 
green flag of Ireland and the stars and 
stripes, both joined at the top and hung 
in graceful folds. Inside the bar were 
seated members of the reprasentative 
Irish families of Decatur, the members of 
the societies named in lodge regalia, the 
young ladies of the choir, the A. O. H. 
band and the distinguished speakers of 
the occasion. The meeting was called to 
order by Mr. Patrick ,T. Kearney, and on 
motion Kev. Father Mackin, of St. Pat- 
rick's Catholic Church, was unanimously 
chosen chairman. After appropriate mu- 
sic by the A. O. H. cornet band and a 
vocal selection 
by the choir, Father 


Mackin arose and was received with gen- 
eral applause. 


He named the object of the gathering 


in a few words, and proceeded to deliver 
a very interesting and eloquent address, 
which was well received. He stated that 
13SO 
years ago to-day St. Patrick, the 


apostle of Ireland, a godly man, great in 
every respect, died. It is customary to 
celebiate the gloiies of St. Patrick and 
Ireland. That St. Patrick was a great 
man and did his work well, history testi- 
fies; had history been silent, the presence 
of so large a crowd is abundant evidence 
that he planted deep the. seeds of faith 
aud patriotism, and both have existed and 
widened down to the present time. When 
we go back to the days of St. Patrick wo 
are astonished at the higTi state o£ civili- 
;ation that then existed. With the ex. 
ception of China the Irish nation is per- 
iaps the oldest on the face of the globo. 
St. Patrick in his day found learned men 
and philosophers in his walks. They met 
lim in argument in the Irish parliament 
at Para. Ireland even then had a sort of 
republican 
form 
of 
government—no 


;y rants. 
The 
laws were made 
by- 


lie delegates, and St. Patrick went 


the parliament and talked with 


the men of learning. He labored for 60 
years and succeeded in converting almost 
he entire nation, until Ireland became 
mown as the land of saints, with its many 
monastic schools and temples of worship. 
In one school 7,000 persons were received 
and educated. It was to Ireland many 
went to get faith and learning—to the 
and of faith and of schools. From Ire- 
.and were sent out missionaries who 
accomplished a great work. Many were 
converted and instructed in the faith— 
S.OOO in England, 50,000 in 1'iance, 130,- 
000 in Germany, and many in othei coun- 
ries. The speaker called attention to 
he bravery of the Irish people in battling 
'or their rights—in conquering the Danes 
after a war of 350 jears, and m driving 
>ack the Northmen, thus establishing the 
ndependence of Ireland. The speaker 
stated that it was impossible in a short 
talk to detail the history of Ireland. The 
deeds of the Henrys, Elizabeth, James, 


harles and others, are familiar to all 


students of history. England cares little 
lor Irishmen. She cares only for the 
and of Ireland. The kings all wanted 
[rish land; also Cromwell- invaders every 
one of them. These invaders confiscated 
[rish land more than three times over. 
Head the penal laws of England—laws 
'hal weie conceived b} human devils, 
.vritten in lii|miui gore, uud legistered in 
iel!. The cruelties perpetrated upon the 
[riali people Ijj England are too horrible 
o contemplate. 
The invaders under 


liUipuljeth made a sport of tossing up in- 
'ants aud catching them as they fell on 
;he points of bayonets. 
Women were 


tied up to trees, and their infants placed 
on their breasts and choked to death by 
;heir mothers' hair. The land question 
a the root of all questions and has been 
lown to the present time. It is the same 
old game. England haa realized that the 
[rish cannot be driven from their native 
land by the sword, and now she cries out, 
i!Sbip them out of the country altogeth- 
er." She claims that the land is not rich 
or fertile enough, and that the crops are 
not sufficient to support the population 
of Ireland. The speaker declared em- 
phatically that Irish soil is rich and fer- 
Jle enough to support three times the 
present population of the island. There 
are 7,000,000 acres of waste land in Ire- 
land to-day. 
Why not improve this 


waste land? It is laid out in great parks 
and pastures, and the tourist can travel 
miles and miles through Leinster, one of 
the finest counties in Ireland, and aee no 
liuts nor farms—only herdsmen here and 
there. The people-are not persecuted on 
account of their religion. Not at all. 
It 


is the land the Britiah'want. The En- 
glish say there is no starvation or suffer- 
ing in Ireland to-day. This is not true. 
Thousands are suffering there. 


The people of Ireland have committed 


no crime that they should bo banished 
from the land of their birth. During the 
past few years, throijgh the efforts of the 
Land League, the condition of Ireland 
has been improved, but now England is 
trying to undo all that has been accom- 
plished. In the language of the worthy 
successor of St. Patrick, the Archbishop 
of Cashell, there is but one remedy for the 
evils now existing: "Ireland's own gov- 
ernment sitting in Ireland." So long as 
Ireland can not make her own laws there 
will be famine and trouble. It is a cause 
of mercy and patriotism which sustains 
the stragglers. Let us hold up their 
hands. The speaker stated that he had 
no word to say in favor of the so-called 
invincibles. In summing up his patriotic 
address, Father Mackin stated that En- 
gland had already been rebuked by 
France, and: that when the British ask for 
Phil Sheridan to help them ont, America 
will say "No!" every time. He concluded 
by alluding in a sarcastic manner to the 
reported dynamite blow up of the London 
Times office and the government build-

was then presented by the chairman. Mr. 


Lynch was warmly received. He spoke 
for nearly an hour, and paid a glowing 
tribute to St. Patrick and talked about the 
beautiful island where live the descend- 
ants of those who in the long ago talked 
with the revered saint The address was 
rapturously applauded. 


The meeting waa a great success in the 


way of a celebration and was very in 
structi ve in character. 


The exercises concluded with music by 


the band and singing by the young ladies.

The iiistory oi Corea is said to be even 


more aucierft than that of China, The' 
DiintiT i^ situated to the northeast of 
binri, has an aiea of Some 100,000 


square miles, and a population estimated 
jpiv.-een 10,000,0(10 and 20,000,000. The 
ore.ms are described as an exceedingly 
i,.i>lligent race, in type more resembling 
!u<ir ,T.i(iauese than their Chinese neigh- 
IOM- but they entertain a righteous 
dread of all foreigners. By Some spe^ 
cios of diplomacy or another China has, 
Iroui time almost immemorial, eon- 
rived to hold sn/erainty over the land; 
as in fact did also Japan until 1872, 
when the Coreans openly threw off this 
yoke and came near having a serious 
collision with the subjects of the Mikado. 
At tliis lime our (Jora'amentendeavored 
:o open commercial relations with the 


ure.in ruler, but the attempt was a 
tile one. 
The interior of the country is said to 


lie temarkably fertile in vegetable and 
mineral productions, and the inhabit- 
ants .ore pictured as experts in agricul- 
ture and the raising of cattle. The man- 
ufactures are limited to those of cotton, 
silk, aud paper, China being the only 
country that derives any benefit there- 
from. As to climate, the peninsula is 
represented as being very highly fa- 
vored. 
Many attempts have already been 


made by various nations for the forma- 
tion of commercial treaties with Corea, 
but Chinese influence has invariably 
frustrated these. Intercourse with her 
friendly neighbors would none the le-ss 
be an incalculable boon to the people of 
this forbidden land, while from the 
Coreans the outside world might learn 
much of the remote history, traditions, 
and literature of the race-, of Northeast- 
ern Asia—the King of Corea, so it has 
been alleged, having in his archives 
documents, legendary and historical, 
which date back some 4,000 years earlier 
than any of the mysterious records of 
China, Tho King's power is absolute, 
and, if inclined to do so, he might easily 
free himself from all the trammels of the 
Celestial Empire, the political organi/.n 
Uon of which he lias taken for his model. 
If Commander Sfhtifeldt and his British 
and Russian colleagues arc permitted to 
state theit case clearly to the Corean 
monarch, it is not unreasonable to pre 
snme that their mission will be a sue- 
ce^s.
